Britain ts meeting very keen 
competition on the Danish tex- 
tle market from Holland, Bel- 
gium and West Germany, ac-

Clothing. 

The competition among Den- 
mark's textile suppliers is ex- 
tremely. sharp, the reports say, 
a fact which is being felt 
especially by Great  Britlan.

108! to 161 millions in 1952. 

Imports from. Holland and 
Belgium, on the other hand, 
rose from 20 and 26 million 
crowns ively to 42 and 
44 milllon in 1052.
